During the week ended November 4, 1911, the finding of 1 plague- 
infected ground squirrel was reported. The squirrel was found in 
Merced County, Cal., October 27, at Miller and Lux ranch, 28 miles 
south of Dos Palos. 

UIBTBIBTTTION OF POISON. 

In connection with the making and mamtenance of a squirrel-free 
zone around the cities of CaUfornia on San Francisco Bay, 6,601 
acres of land in Alameda County were covered with poison during the 
week ended November 4, 1911. 

During the same period 7,360 acres of land in San Joaquin County 
and 5,180 acres in Stanislaus County were covered with poison for 
the purpose of eradicating plague foci.
